A Weakness 


This has been a weakness of 
the Eisenhower administration.

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Skyrocketing Costs 
Hit Road Program 


Skyrocketing costs of the new fed- 
eral highway building program indicate 
that the 40,000-mile interstate network 
will either have to be curtailed or Con- 
gress and the states’ will have to dig up 
more money. 

Some of the increase should have been 
anticipated in planning a program of 
such magnitude. It is actually the largest 
public works development in all history. 
To give Georgians an idea of what it 
entails, state and federal funds for roads 
fin the next three years will add up to 
about as much as the highway depart- 
ment has spent through all the years since 
it was set up in 1919. 

Costs of materials, higher wages as 
a result of competition for labor, in- 
creased costs of rights of way—especially 
in the cities, increased contractors’ bid 
prices and equipment costs all figure into 
the added load. 

A survey by Engineering News-Rec- 
ord on March 7 showed that costs are 
doubling in many cases. Texas figures 
show a 75 per cent increase. Nebraska's 
estimates more than double the original 
figure. California’s costs may go up as 
high as 100 per cent. 

While there is no definite pattern 
about costs in individual states arid sec- 
tions of the country, all of the original 
estimates are being scaled upward. As 
the program really gets rolling, they are 
expected to continue to go higher. 

Here in Georgia, Highway Board 
Chairman Lawson has complained about 
gouging by landowners in securing rights 
of way as a principal cause of cost in- 
creases. It is still too early in the state’s 
building program to guess just how much 
more it is going to cost than originally 
intended. 

But it appears certain that the 40,000 
miles of interstate roads cannot be built 
with the funds set up in the original 
measure unless costs come down. All 
states should double their efforts to hold 
the line without sacrificing quality. 

Georgia landowners, contractors and 
everybody concerned with the program 
should realize that this gigantic project 
—if completed—will be one of the great- 
est boons to the economy in history and 
equally as gieat a contribution to safety. 
Profiteering and gouging not only will de- 
lay it but could mean fewer roads.

Blessings Are Heaped 
Upon the Favorite Son 


Southern agriculture, would be quite 
enriched if it received the coddling which 
the administration lovingly bestows upon 
its favorite son, the Midwestern commer- 
cial corn grower. 

Back in December, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Benson gave the corn farmers a 
choice. Tne one he favored would allot 
51 millicn acres and provide price sup- 
ports at a national average of $1.31 a 
bushel. The other set production at 37.3 
million acres and price supports of $1.36 
per bushel. 

Benson’s proposal failed to receive 
the necessary two-thirds majority of 
votes in the corn producers’ referendum 
on Dec. 11. That upset him and he set out 
to do something about it. 

The result is a monstrosity of legisla- 
tive hodge-podge which would provide 
for the 5l-million-acre figure plus the 
$1.36 price prop. The Senate Agriculture 
Committee has approVed it, with Sen. Tal- 
madge and three other Southerners op- 
posing it. 

The plan also provides liberal soil bank 
benefits that are sharply different from 
those allowed Georgia tobacco growers. 

Corn has the added privilege of be- 
ing the only basic commodity in which a 
farmer can overplant the allotment with- 
out a marketing quota penalty. 

It looks like the favorite son can do 
no wrong.

A stu- 
dent would go to classes for a quarter, 
then leave for a quarter with a definite 
assignment of “homework.” Completion 
of that work would mean credit toward 
tion. 


The student would come back then 
for another quarter on the campus, con- 
tinuing the cycle of on-campus and off- 
campus study until he had met the 

While one class of students was study- 
ing off-campus, another group would be.

The Oberlin dean claims several ad- 
vantages for his plan. 

He says it would place more responsi- 
bility on the student and eliminate “spoon 
feeding.” It would double a college’s take 
from tuition and thus help it raise fac- 
ulty pay, even enlarge the faculty. 


Not everybody at Oberlin is for the 
plan, but the college will try it to a 
limited extent this year. 

Educators will watch with interest.

The Back-Seat Driver 
Gets Words of Praise 


That maligned individual, the back- 
seat driver, has been given a new status. 


The Iowa Safety Dept. describes ad- 
vice to the driver as “our most under- 
rated safety device.”

Don't yell at the man at the wheel. 
He has a full time job and needs to keep 
calm.

Like this, for ex- 
ample,*“I beg your pardon, old man, and 
all that. But if you don’t get off the tracks, 
the Limited is going to hit us broad- 
side.” 

Seriously speaking, the passenger can 
be of much assistance to the driver. He 
can add another pair of vigilant eyes to 
those at the wheel, Furthermore, there 
comes a time when a man has a right and 
a duty to speak up. 

The safety director in Iowa said it 
this way: “A passenger who sits quietly 
while a driver ‘risks death is not using 
good sense.” :

Did he think he could shatter precedent and take it all in the 
Masters again this week? 

“That’s a perfect way to get knocked out of the box,’’ Burke 
replied, staring at you with cool blue eyes. ‘‘You don’t go into 
a tournament thinking you are going to win it. You go into it 
hoping you’re going to par the first hole. If you do, you hope you'll 
par the next, then you pray you'll par the next one. 

“I wouldn't even guess a score, much less a winner. The 
weather will have a lot to do with the score. I know I'd be happy 
with 288. 

‘“‘The Masters is a great tournament,’’ he continued. ‘‘You have 
the guys who've been around a long time. Then there’s fellows 
like Finsterwald who're going good now. 

“But I don’t worry about the other fellows. I play my 
own game, a hole at the time. When you try to beat someone 
else, you beat yourself. The other guys not going to pay your 
hotel bill. You've got to play your own game.”’ 

Someone mentioned the strain of tournament golf, and the 
vast amount of time and intense concentration a successful golfer 
must pour into the game. 

“I don’t know what business you're in,”’ he pointed to one of 
the observers. ‘‘But if you work as hard at it as a golfer, you'll be 
successful. If you concentrate on any business that much, you're 
bound to be a success ”’ 

Sooner or later the name of Ben Hogan pops into most con- 
versations about golf, and Burke was asked what he thought of 
the current magazine series authored by Hogan.

Burke paused to light a cigarette, and said, ‘‘It’s gone over big. 

ou can hardly buy the magazine. There's a lot of good stuff, 

and the illustrations are great. It should be helpful to average 

golfers, but you know average golfers don't want to be helped too 

much. They'll work on something real hard, then forget all 
about it.”’ 

How’s Hogan hitting 'em at Augusta? 

‘Oh, he’s hitting "em real good. If he wasn't, he wouldn't be 
Hogan,’’ Burke answered and smiled. **‘Me? Oh, I've been driving 
good, putting pretty good. I've played in seven tournaments this 
winter, but I don't like to play too much in the winter. I'd rather 
win one big one than several small ones. 

**You can't ever tell about golf,’’ Burke added. ‘‘I had a 698 
at Augusta the other day, but Pete Cooper had a 65.”’ 

Burke shifted from golf to football for a moment to inquire 
about his friend, Harry Wright, the former Georgia coach. 

‘‘Harry and 1 were in the Marines together at Miramar. He's 
a swell person, and I wondered where he was now.” 

Burke slipped or a green sweater, sipped a coke and headed 
for the door. Outside a crowd had formed around the practice tee 
to watch the defending Masters champ put in practice swings. 
Burke belted a few long ones, and switched to the putting-green. 
Venturi was next up. 

Did Burke think an amateur would ever win the Masters? 

‘Venturi almost did last year, but now he’s a pro. Most of 
them turn pro. Harvie Ward over there is the best amateur around. 
He's quite a golfer.’’

Nevertheless credit is likely to 
remain tight in the months just 
ahead, and no appreciable decline 
in interest rates is foreseen. 


The government is playing neu- 
tral. The Federal Reserve Board 
has eased up a trifle on bank cred- 
it in the past month and is not ex- 
pected to apply new monetary 
curbs in the near future. 

Chairmari’ William McChesney 
Martin told a Washington audi- 
jence a few days ago that the 
board is pursuing ‘‘a passive’ pol- 
icy, “until we know which way 
the wind is blowing.”
